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Christmas Tree Safety tips 


A dry, brittle Christmas 
tree can go up in flam es in a 
m atter of seconds. With a few 
p recautions 
and 
a 
little 
common sense, it s possible 
to keep a tree fresh and avoid 
fire hazards. 


“First of all,” says Kirby 
Clayton, county Agent for the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service, “pick a tree that’s 
fresh. The needles should be 
green 
and 
flexib le 
and 


shouldn’t fall off at the touch 
“Before setting the tree up, 
make a fresh cut diagonally 
across the trunk 
base 
to 
facilitate the tree’s 
water 
uptake Then put the tree in a 
sturdy water filled stand and 


locate 
it

from 
fireplaces, stoves, radiators 
or other sources of heat,” he 
cautions.

While it’s unarguably true 
that this country was founded 
200 years ago by the best 
brains it had. it doesn’t follow

to be self-evident, that every 
town selects its smartest man 
for mayor, that even- county 
selects its smartest man for 
judge, that the Governor is 


always the smartest man the 
state’s got. that Congress is 
the nation’s foremost brain 
bank, and things like that. 
Therefore ifs incumbent on 
the 
country’s 
citizens 
oc­ 
casionally 
to 
make 
suggestions to its leaders. 
For exam ple, although I 
wouldn’t bail out New’ York 
unless the Gallup poll showed 
I should, take the matter of 
that city’s being on the brink 
of bankruptcy. Theres no 
excuse for it. if we d follow 
the system used in England 
According 
to 
a 
television 
documentary I saw the other 
night British cities aren’t in 
the shape 
New 
York 
is 
because 
large portions 
of 
their expenses are borne by 


the British government, such 
as large parts of police costs, 
welfare, libraries, firemen, 
etc. 
So you see. British cities 
aren’t in the red. only the 
British government is 
That’s the way we should 
handle it over here There’s 
no use having cities all over 
the country operating in the 
red; let s put all the deficits 
in 
one 
basket, 
namely 
Washington, which has had 
years of experience in that 
line of work and thinks 
nothing of it. 
Its like my theory about 
the railroads. There s no use 
having five or six bankrupt 
railroads. 
Merge them all 
one and we can then an- 


per cent. 
The theory can be used in 
all directions. Too many 
college drop-outs? Transfer 
them to one central college, 
let them drop out there, and 
keep every' other college’s 
record clean 
Too much
